J. Bryan bounced out of his 
chair on the platform to begin his 
fight for his minority planks, He 
was greeted with a minute. of 
cheering in which very few dele- 
gates took prominent part. Open- 
‘ing his speech diplomatically with 
praise for the platform, hé declar- 
ed it one of the strongest ever 
adopted by a_ political party. He 
added that whatever difference of 
opinion. there had \ been in the 
platform committee had been over 
the means and not the end to be 
accomplished, but it was one oO 
the prerogatives of a democrat to 
speak his own views... ~ 

“T am glad to come to you and 
say that I am ready to indorse al- 
most all that is written there, 
he continued, “and an uproar of ap- 
proval and disapproval interrupted 
him. ‘ 
“Make it all, make it all!” yell- 
ed several of the delegates. 
Under ‘the rules Mr. Bryan was 
required to read all of his proposed 
planks before the discussion of any 
of them could begin. The bone-dry 
proposition he presented first and 
then followed the declarations he 
had drafted for publication of a 
government bulletin, for dealing

It demanded an amendment to 
treaties by a majority vote ‘of the 
senate. . 

Ceckran Presents Wet Plank. 


When Mr. Bryan finished reading 
his plank he sat down and W. 
Bourke Cockran, of New York, an- 
other veteran of many democratic 
conventions, was recognized to also 
present a minority report. He said 
Mr. Bryan had been inadequate 
in his description of the efforts of 
the platform committee to write a 
great platform. 

Mr. Cockran’s minority report was 
a wet plank. He told the con- 
vention that: had Mr. Bryan con- 
sented to let the committee’s re- 
port stand, he, doubted whether 
the wets would have raised the 
question. “But Bryan and evasion 
are irreconcilable within the same 
hall,” he added, “and now that the 
issue has been issued, thank God 
the convention can no longer dodge 
it.” 

A roar of cheering greeted the 
language of the plank, which de- 
clared. for manufacture and home 
consumption of cider, light wines 
and beers. The convention greet- 
ed the reading of that phrase we 
a mighty shout and  prolonge 
cheers. It reserved to the states 
the right to fix alcoholic contents. 

Just as the reading was finished 
some one upset a glass-of water 
on the speaker's table and it wen:

Edward lL. Doheny, of California, 
was the next to bring in a inor- 
ity plank. It. was in part the 
Trish plank for which an unsuc- 
cessful fight’ had been waged by 
organized Irish’ sympathizers in the 
rommittee. but as read by ‘Mr. 
Doheny it did not contain a decla- 
ration for recognition of the Irish 
réevublic. 

Presenting the minority plank of 
soldier relief, Tom Lyons, of Okla- 
homa. déclared the division on its 
adoption tn the committee had been 
so tlose that it took three rol?! calls 
hefere it was certain that it had 
been defeated. 

While the minority propositions 
were being read. the leaders con- 
ferred ah@ agreed on a plan to lim- 
it debate to three hours and a half. 
Chairman Robinson presented the 
arrangement to the convention for 
approval, and although thefe were 
many cries of “cut it down, and 
one delegate yelled “cut out the 
three hours.” 

Unanimous consent for the agrée- 
ment was refused by a chorus of 
objections, but .on motion of Sen- 
ator.

His full voice filled 
the hall and he got the galleries 
and some of the delegates going into 
longer and longer bursts of ap- 
plause as he went on. . 

When he prepared to turn to the 
other planks he had presented, 
there were protests from the gal- 
leries and demands that he go on. 

“No,” he replied, while the crowd 
cheered, “but I'll come back to that 
after a while.” : 

The plank for a national] bulletin 
to publish official news, he. de- 
clared, would put the party on rec- 
ord as favoring “light and not dark- 
ness.” . 

Many of the newspapers, he 
‘agreed, were controlled by preda- 
tory interests, while many others 
erred unintentionally through the 
influence of advertisers. 

Briefly, he presented the merits 
of the profiteering plank he offer- 
ed and which he said he could not 
get into the republican platform be- 
cause. “nearly all’ the rofiteers 
were there in the convention or in 
h alleries.” 

' The plank now was offered to the 
democrats, he added, in order to 
drive out of the party any _ prof- 
iteers who might remain in It. 

The plank against universal mili- 
tary training also was argued very 
briefly by the speaker and then he 
turned to his league declaration. 


“I want the constitution changed,” 
he said, “so we can get out of war 
as easily as we can get into war. 
We fought the war to establish the 
great principle of democracy, the 
principle of majority rule. If we 
declare here for ratification of the 
treaty with reservations that a ma- 
jority of the senators agree on,-the 
republicans will have to join us in 
that declaration or else we will take 
most of the republican party away. 

“Isn't it better to take this stand, 
which will assure acceptance of the 
league of nations, which the people 
want, and put’ the banner of prog- 
ress into the hands of Woodrow 
Wilson to carry forward. 


Hobson for Dry Plank. 


At the close of the speech, the ap- 
plause swelled up again as Mr. Bry- 
an leaned smiling over the front of 
the platform and received a large 
bouquet of péeontes sent up by Mrs. 
George E. Hull, of Lincoln, Neb., his 
home town: 

The demonstration lasted only a 
fraction of'a minute, however, and 
Richmond Pearson Hobson, of Ala- 
bama, was presented to support the 
Bryan dry plank. Hobson got into 
the convention on a proxy, although 
earlier in the day Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, had left for home because 
he could not get on the convention 
floor with an alternate’s proxy. 


Hobson stirred up a rumpus when 
he charged. that there was on foot 
a “conspiracy” against the consti- 
tution. In the center of the hall 
Representative A. K. Sabath, of Illi- 
nois, jumped to his feet and shout- 
ed: “You are saying something 
that is' not true,” and hisses, min- 
gled with the applause. The chair- 
man go torder, but the disturbance 
Started up again when a moment 
later the speaker shouted that those 
who did not like the constitution 
should leave the country. 

Mrs. Peter Olesen,.of Minnesota, 
was the next speaker to be called 
by Mr. Bryan in support of his pro- 
gram. She said she spoke in the 
name of the motherhood of America 
in supporting the dry declaration. 

“IT am told,” she said, “that some- 
where in a lodge roém in this build- 
ing there is a coffin. I wonder 
whether that coffin is prepared for 
the liquor interests or for the demo- 
cratic party. For, if you put in this 
wet plank you might as well get the 
coffin ready.” 

It ‘was not. the liquor interests, 
but the Non-Partisan plank, she 
Said, that recently defeated Repre- 
Sentative Votstead, author of the 
Volstead act, for re-election in Min- 
nesota, 

“Sir Oliver Lodge recently has 
passed ,over this country,” she con- 
tinued, “holding communication 
with departed spirits, but, from the 
smell of the breaths of some of the 
men I’ve met here in San Francisco, 
I think they have been in com- 
munication'with the ghosts who 
have been holding converse with 
John Barleycorn.” 

In a dramatic emotional appeal, 
which got the convention again to 
its feet, Mrs. Olesen asked that 
God should help her in the fight she 
was making, for it was for the sake 
of her child that she was fighting. 

“Let it never said,” she cried 
“that the democratic party thinks 
more of its chances than of the 
ee of the land. God speed the 
right.” 


Cockran Opposes Prohibition, 


“God speed the right,” Mr. Cock- 
ran said in introduction. “With that 
the last speaker concluded, and 
with that I begin. We have heard 
& great deal here that was highly 
interesting and picturesque and ex- 
travagant. But it is a peculiar 
thing in history that most of what 
is bad had been conceived by peo- 
ple who were good, by ill-digested 
effortS to coerce people in their 
daily iives. 

“I am opposed to the word prohi- 
bition. I abhor it. It is the word 
you will find chalked up in all the 
penitentiaries. If it is necessary to 
have prohibition and force the peo- 
Ple to do what they do not want. 
to do, then I say they are not. fit 
for self-government and are ready 
for submission to anarchy. The 
question is whether in an effort to 
uproot a fancied evil we are going 
to overturn the whole system and 
foundation of government.” 

There really were only two 
theories of government. said the 
speaker. that of democracy, which 
rested on-trust and confidence in 
human virtues, and that of autocra- 
cy, which rested on coercive meas- 
ures to curb the distrusted popular 
facnities. 

“Substitute for our democratic 
faith the coercion that holds ajclub 
over peonle to make them good!” he 
continued. “and you have destroved 
the only condition of society under 
which democracies must exist. 

“We are not proposing that we 
tesr down anv constitutional pro- 
vision. The elehteenth amendment 
declares illecal the sale of intoxi- 
eating liquors. and it declares that 
the nation and the state shall have 
concurrent, jurisdiction. The federal 
rovernment cannot enforce that law 
without a machinery of federal of- 
fietale which bas never heen pro- 
vided. 2n4 which ft would be almost 
im~rosstible to employ. 

“This amendment isn’t enforced 
now. and {t ean’t be. Tt may he 
enforced in some sections where no 
emendment Was necessary. fust as 
the. fourteenth amendment is en- 
forced tn some northern = states 
where there ix no negro question.

Self-Determination for Ireland. 

“The principle of self-determina- 
tion was accepted by all the na- 
tions associated with us,” he con- 
tinued, “and shall it be said that 
the doctrine now is to be applied 
to the foe,

Bryan Again to Front. 


With twenty minutes of his hour 
remaining, Mr. Bryan again tvok 
the platform to carry home his bat- 
tle for his minority planks. The 
crowd yelled again when they saw 
his familiar figure reappear at the 
speaker's table, but they soon quiet- 
ed down. 

Speaking for his plank for a na- 
tiona] bulletin, the Nebraskan said 
he had only lacked one vote of a 
majority in the committee. The vir- 
tue of the publication suggested, he 
Said, would be that the people could 
get unbiased news that would be 
worth ten million dollars in a preg- 
idential campaign and that would 
prevent Wall street from building, a 
fence of greenbacks around the 
White House. 

Briefly he reviewed his  argu- 
ments for the profiteering plank 
and that oppoSing universal mili- 
tary training. Coming to the 
league of nations again, he told the 
convention that no one had made 
more speeches than he for ratifica- 
tion of the treaty without reserva- 
tions. It had become apparent, 
however, that ratification without 
reservations was impossible. 

“Shame on the man,” he contin- 
ued, “that talks of making this a 
party question when the world: i 
on fire. We shall give a guaran- 
tea that the world will not drift 
back into war while we are de- 
bating reservations?” 

Praisi~,» provision. of the treaty, 
he declared the path toward world 
peace had been cleared by the in- 
strument’s provisions for disarma- 
ment, ope: diplomatic ~-~otiations 
and investivations of international 
differences, 

“They will never be able to erase 
from the pages of history,” he 
continued, “the name of Woodrow 
Wilson, who rave these great prin-% 
ciples to the world. You can't call 
me the: enemy of Woodrow Wilson. 
Why, it was my peace plan he took 
to Paris and I have .d2ne all TI 
could to help him get it ratified. If 
I could secure its ratification and 
let him have the credit for it, I'd 
fladiy wal’ up to the scaffold and 
die for such a cause. 

“But it cannot be done. And I 
do not care to go to the judgment 
seat of God with any blood on my 
hands. I do not propose to have it 
said that women and children were 
killed while I was talking poli- 
tics.” 

Bryan Again Fires Hall. 

The speech fired the hall again 
and when the Nebraskan asked how 
much time he had left delegates 
ahd galleries joned in demanding 
that he go on. ‘ 

“Take an hour, take all the time 
you want,” the crowd yelled, as it 
whooped it up again for Bryan. 

“Now.” he said, taking a drink of 
water, “I must turn to our domes- 
tic questions.” 

A storm of protests from the wets 
interrupted the speaker as he re- 
ferred, to those who wanted to 
brink back the “dram shop.” 

“Be fair.” yelled many of the del- 
egates, and Mr. Bryan replied when 
partial order had been restored: 

“If any member of the New York 
or New Jersey delegation or any 
other delegation that is wet, really 
is glad that the saloon is gone, I 
want him to stand up so I can see 
him. A- woman in the New York 
delegation was the first to arise in 
response and in a. minute large sec- 
tions of the delegates were on thtir 
feet ee and taunting the 

er. 
The speech was concluded with 
oratorical pictures of the benefits 
that would comé to the world 
through prohibition. Again and 
again the Nebraskan came to the 
front of the platform and bowed as 
the bedlam kert up. A parade soon 
was organized on the convention 
floor, the Texas standard being the 
first to get into motion. Washing- 


ginia, Nebraska, West Virginia, 
Kentucky and othe followed. and 
a score more were bunched in front 
of the speakers while the enthu- 
Siasts tore out their vocal chords 
with wild cheering. The old “we 
want Bryan,’ which has b@en heard 
in every democratic convention 
since 1896, was about the only dis- 
tinguishable yell in the great sea of 
sound. 

There was a fight over the Cali- 
fornia standard, and in the end it 
Was torn to pieces.

Five minutes’ of work with the 
gavel had restored some semblance 
of order when the avalanche of 
sound broke loose‘again at the ap- 
pearance in front of the platform 
of a woman delegate hearing the 
fragments of the Alabama state 
banner. When it had. centinued 
twenty minutes in all the demon- 
Stration was roaring along almost 
totally oblivious to the efforts of 
the chairman to stem it. He ham- 
mered long and loudly with his 
big red wood gavel and tried to 
make a speech besiegin 
vention to be in order, but he was 
howled down. 


Glass Presents Colby. 

At last, however, he gota hearing 
and declared he would clear the gal- 
leries unless they quiet2d down.

The appropriation bjlls 
should be considered by single com- 
mittees of the house and senate. 
The audit system should be con- 
solidated and its powers expanded 
so as to pass upon the wisdom of, 
as well ‘as, the authority for ex- 
penditures. 

A budget bill was passed in’ the, 
closing days of the second session 
of the sixty-sixth congress which, 
invalidated by plain constitutiona: 
defects and defaced by considera- 
tions of patronage, the president’ 
was obliged to veto. The house 
amended the bill to meet thé ex- 
ecutive objection. We condemn 
the republican senate for adjourn- 
ing without passing the amended 
measures, when by devoting an 
hour or two more to this urgent 
public business a budget system 
could have been provided. 


Senate Rules. 


, We favor such alteration of the 
rules of procedure of the senate of 
the United States as will permit 
the prompt transaction of the na- 
tion’s legislative business. 


Agricultural Interests. 


To the great agricultural inter- 
ests of the courtrv the democratic 
party does not find it necessary to 
make promises. It is already rich: 
in its récord of things actually ac- 
omplished. For nearly half a cen- 
Sry of republican rule not a sen- 
tence was written into the federal 
statutes affording one dollar of 
bank credits to the farming inter- 
ests of America. In the first term 
of this democratic administration 
the national bank act was so alter- 
ed as to authorize loans of five 
years maturity on improyed farm 
lands. Later was establishet a sys- 
tem of farm loan banks, from which 
borrowings already exceed 300,000,- 
000 of dollars, and under which the 
interest rate to farmers has been so 
materially reduced as to drive ou‘ 
of business the farm loan sharks 
who formerly subsisted by extor-. 
tion upon the great agricultural in- 
erests of the country. 

Thus, it was a democratic con- 
ress in the administration of-a 
emocratic president which enabled 
the farmers of America for the first 
time to obtain credit upon reason- 
able terms and insured their oppor- 
tunity for the future development 
of the nation’s agricultural re- 
sources. Tied up tn supreme court 
proceedings, in a suit by hostile in- 
terests, the federal farm loan sys- 
te origina opposed by the re- 
publican candidate for the presi- 
dency, appealed in vain to a repub- 
lican congress for adequate finan- 
cial assistance to tide over the in- 
terim between the beginning and 
the ending of the current year. 
awaiting a final decision of the 
bighest court on the validity of the 
contested act. We pledge prompt 
and consistent support of sound and 
effective measures to sustain, am- 
plify' and perfect the rural cred:ts 
statutes and thus to check and re- 
duce the growth and course of, 
farm tenancy. 

Not only did the democratic par- 
ty put into effect a great farm loan 
system o£ land mortgage banks. 
but it passed the Smith-Lever ag- 
ricultural extension act. carrying to 
every farmer in every section of the 
country, thropgh the medium of 
trained experts and by demon- 
stration farms, the practical 
knowledge acquired by the federal 
agricultural department in all 
things relating to agriculture, hor- 
ticulture and animal) life: it estab- 
lished’ the bureau of markets, the 
bureau of farm management and 
passed the cotton futures act, the 
grain grades bill. the co-operative 
farm administration act. and the 
federal warehouse act. 

The democratic party has vast- 
ly imprevyed the rural mail system 
and has built up the parcel post 
system to such an extent as to ren- 
der its activities and its practical 
service indispensable to the farm- 
ing cummunijty. It was this wise 
encouragement and. this s&ffective 
concern of the democratic party 
for the farmers of the United States 
that enabled this great interest 
to render such essential service in 
feeding the armies of America and 
the allied nations of the war and 
succoring starving populations 
since armistice day.

Neither. class, however, should at 
any téme nor dm any circumstances 
take action that will put in jeop- 
ardy the public. welfare. Resart to 
strikes jand lockouts which e¥dan- 
ger the health or lives of the peo- 
ple is an unsatisfactory device for 
determining disputes,-and the dem- 
ocratic party pledges. itself to con- 
trive, if possible, and put into ef- 
fective operation a fair and com- 
prehensive method of composing 
differences of this nature. 

In private industrial disputes, 
we are opposed to compulsory ar- 
bitration as a method plausible in 
theroy but a failure.in fact. With 
respect to government service, we 
hold distinctly that the, rights of 
the people are paramount to the 
#ight to strike, However, we pro- 
fess scrupjulous regard for the con- 
ditians of public employment and 
pledge the democratic party to in- 
stant inquiry into the pay of gov- 
ernment employees and equally 
speedy regulations designed ‘to 
os oo esis ate to a just and proper 
evel. \ 


Womah Suffrage. 


_We endorse the proposed nine- 
teenth amendment oft the constitu- 
tion of the United States, granting 
equal suffrage te women. We con- 
‘gBratulate the legislatures of thirty- 
five states which have already rati- 
fied said amendment and we urge 
the democratic governors and legis-

Women in Industry. 


We urge co-operation with the 
states for the protection of child 
life thfough infancy and maternity 
care; in the prohibition of child la- 
bor and by adequate appropriations 
for the children’s .bureau and, the 
women’s bureau in’ the department 
of, labor. Co-operative federal as- 
sistance *to the’ states is immediate- 
ly.required for the removal of illite 
eracy for the increase of teachers’ 
salaries and instruction in citizen- 
ship for both native and foreign- 
born; increased appropriation for 
vocational training in home ecé- 
nomics; re-establishment of joint 
federal and state employment serv- 
ice with women’s departments um 
der the direction of technicaily 
qualified women.

The federal road act of 
1916, enacted by a democratic con-

Inland Waterways. 


We call attention to the failure 
of the republican national conven- 
tion to recognize in any way the 
rapid development of barge trans- 
portation on our inland water- 
ways, which development is the re- 
sult of the constructive policies of 
thé democratic administration. /.nd 
we pledges ourselves to the further 
development’ of adequate transpor- 
tation facilities on our rivers ané 
to the further improvement of our 
inland waterways and we recognize 
the importance of commecting the 
Great Lakes with the sea by way 
of the Mississippi river and its trid- 
utaries, as well as by the St. Law- 
rence river.

We, therefore, favor a liberal and 
comprehemsive policy for the devel- 
opment and utilization of our har- 
bors and interior waterways. 

Fleed Contrel. 

We commend the democratic con-

He imbibed socialist ideas in his 
Student days at the Technological 
institute at Petrograd. Because of 
them he found himself in the early 
twenties an exile in Siberia. There 
he was set to work on the trans-Si- 
berian railway, and showed such 
aptitude and ability that within four 
years he was allowed to return to 
Russia. 

Again his political views brought 
him to conflict with the authorities, 
and he went to Baku, where he 
helped to build the electric power 
station, and to run a secret print- 
ing press to spread revolutionary 
propaganda. 

Meantime he qualified as an éen- 
gzineer, and took a prominent part} 
in the Petrograd electric power 
scheme. After the failure of the 
revolution of 1906 he visited Lon- 
don, Paris and Italy. Unable to 
return to Russia, he became an 
electrician with the firm of Siemens , 
in Berlin. When he was again al- 
lowed to set foot in Russia he rep- 
resented that firm in Moscow and 
Petrograd. 

Krassin for many years has been 
a close friend of Lenine’s, though 
he is said to have differed from him 
often with regard to his methods. 
He does not seem to have been 
prominent in the soviet revolution, 
but took part in negotiating the 
peace of Brest. He became minister 
for trade in 1918 and transport min- 
ister last year. 

He admits that the transport sy8- 
tem is in a state of chaos, and one 
of his aims is to secure skilled en- 
gineers and still more engines, rails 
and material to try and restore it 
to effectiveness.« He has been en- 
gaged for somg time past in a 
gearch for locomotives. . 

His ability as an organizer has 
kept him in power despite the un- 
popularity of his_ autocratic meth- 
ods with some of the workmen’s 
councils.

U. S. Report Discounts

New York, July 2—The whobdle 
tendency of the stock market to- 
day has been buoyant It discount- 
ed the adoption of a conservative 
platform by the democratic conven- 
tion with a belief expressed gener- 
ally that whichever pargy succeeded | 
at the polls would undertake a pro- 
gram of a really constructive na- 
ture. Not even an announcement 
of the shutdown due off July 1 of 
the American Woolen company’s 
entire plant could dampen the op- 
timism which prevailed, for even 
American Woolen stock advanced. 

The volume of trading was a P 
limited, showing that the pubilic 
has remained out of the market 
during the convention period, but 
signs and sentiment seem to point 
to a stronger and more active mar- 
ket in the immediate future. 

One of the features of the mar- 
ket was the government report on 
cotton, which showed a condition 
of 70.7, actually higher than last 
‘year and comparing with 62 a 
month ago. . While it was known 
that cotton conditions had im- 
proved during the month, there was 
not qtiite the expectation of such 
an 4 gar report as that given 

y the government. Another 
unexpected feature was the increase 
of 2,000,000 acres shown in ‘the 
area planted as compared with the 
final figures of last, fall. 

This- increase does’ not substan- 
tiate the report of the American 
Cotton association, which*has made 
much of the shortage of labor and

a measure confirmed, however, by 
the weekly weather report, which 
has shown conditions throughout 
the cotton belt to be favorable for 
the a crop. Practically all 
sections show good progress, and 
some excellent. 

As regards other crops, condi- 
tions are favorable. Harvesting of 
winter wheat is well under way in 
the central and southern portions 
of the belt, and results are very 
satisfactory. Spring wheat has 
also made a splefidid advance with 
timely rains in the northern section 
of the belt, while in other crops, 
such as oats, flax, potatoes and 
other vegetables, and tobacco, there 
has been little if any setback, and 
ex- 
cellent development. 

In other words, the crop situa- 
tion is generally showing a vast 
improvement, and in comparison 
with*the poor start is greatly ex- 
ceeding expectations. One fact that 
is apt togbe overlooked is that un- 
favorable conditions at the start 
do not necessarily mean a poor 
crop. A backward spring is apt to 
force the energy doWnward into a 
large root development. This. if 
followed by favorable weather later 

ven though it may result in a 
poor stand—is apt to result in a 
heavy heading that . wil increase 
largely the yield per acfe. 

This same principle can apply to 
all early planted crops, varying 
according to circumstances. The 
improvement in the crop situation 
is a matter of interest to every 
member of the community, especial- 
ly in a sensitive. condition of the

Articles on Relations 
Of the United States 
And of Great Britain 


London, July 2.—Forty articles 
devoted to the relations between 
Great Britain and the ' United 
States and to American affairs gen- 
erally are reported in ae special 
“American edition” of The London 
Times this morning. Chief among 
the contributions is one by Vis- 
count Bryce, former ambassador to 
the United States, who writes on 
the Irish question and the attitude 
oF the American people toward this 
ssue. 

“What the American people ought 
to know, but apparently do not 
know,” says Viscount Bryce, “is 
that the great majority of the Eng- 
lish people desire to give Ireland 
the fullest measure 
within the empire. But it is tn the 
divisions within Ireland—not in the 


lack of any good will on England’s : 


part—that there lies practicallv the 
only obstacle which 


British democracy 
sires.” 

Many of the articles are bv ‘prom 
inent Americans. Franklin K. Lane, 
former secretary of the 
writes on the 
warning England of the danger to 
peace of any one power obtaining 
control of the world’s oll supply.
